Claims 1-2, 4-7 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by GenEmbl Accession No. AY047563 (cited previously). 
Said Accession No. discloses a DNA sequence (cDNA) that consist of a fragment comprising (having) at least 15 nucleotides of SEQ 
ID NO: 1 (see residues 3i^-338), anticipating claims 1-2, 4-7 of this invention. 

Claims 8 and 10-12 lacknovelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Venter et al. (WO 01/71042, cited previously). 
Venter teaches a polypeptide (SEQ ID NO: 1224, that consists of a fragment of SEQ ID NO:2 comprising (having) at least 15 ammo 
acids (see Venter's residues corresponding to amino acid 85-105) of SEQ ID NO:2 of this invention, anticipating claims 8, 10-12 of 
this invention. 



Claims 3 and 9 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2>(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest any nucleic 
acid molecules consisting of SEQ ID NO: 1 or any polypeptides consisting of SEQ ID NO: 2 of this invention. Therefore said claims 
are both novel end non-obvious. 
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
